SUITABLE CONDITIONS. 


Tracing the development of the industry. 
the article states that the manufacture 
boots and shoes is an industry for which Irish 
conditions are suitable, but only a very small 
proportion of the country’s requirements was 
being supplied by Irish factories up to the 
time when the Irish Free State came into 
being. The few existing factories were well 
equipped, but the competing British factories 
were more numerous and powerful, and had 
possession of by far the greater part of the 
market. | Se | 

After the Great War, the British factories 
found their export trade interfered with by 
high protective tariffs, and, in these circum- 
stances, they concentrated their efforts on the 
Irish market. Ireland absorbed one-third of 
the total British export in boots and shoes, 
and in 1921 the imports of footwear into 
Ireland amounted to nearly £4,000,000 worth. 

One of the earliest protective tariffs im- 
posed by the Free State Government was a 
Customs duty of 15 per cent, ad valorem on 
all imported boi and shoes. This duty was 
imposed in 1924, and resulted in a marked 
development of the home industry. . The 
number of operatives, in the seven succeedin 
years, rose from 250 to 1,200, while the tot 
production rose from 25,000 dozen pairs in 
1924 to 43,445 dozen pairs in 1929. But, 
although imports fell by about 50,000 dozen 
pairs between 1925 and 1931, the total figure 
remained in the neighbourhood of four million 
pairs a year, and this indicated that the duty 
of 15 per cent. had not succeeded in securing 
that any considerable proportion of the 
country’s requirements was being met by 
home production. 7 


TARIFF RAISED. 


In an effort to secure this, the tariff was 
raised in April, 1952, to 374 per cent. (pre- 
ferential rate 25 ptr cent.) on leather foot- 
wear, and to 224 per cent. (preferential rate, 
15 per cent.) on other classes of footwear. 
Richt months later these rates were modified 
by the Emergency Imposition of Duties Order, 
and became lower than the former general 
rates, but higher than the former preferential 
rates. The new rates were 30 per cent, on 
all leather footwear, and 20 per cent. on aj) 
other classes. The preferential rates still 
apply to countries of the British Common- 
wealth other than the United Kingdom. . 
In consequence of these new duties, the re- 
markable development in the home industry 
has taken place. During the twelve months 
from May, 1932, to April, 1933, imports of 
boots and shoes have sunk from 438,291 dozen 
pairs (value, £1,586,753) to 350,305 dozen 
pairs (value £949,153), as compared with 
the corresponding period of the previous 
twelve months. ' 

For the first quarter of the present year 
the value of imported footwear is £180,721, as 
compared with £351,158 in 1932—a decline 
of almost 40 per cent:

MR. AIKEN’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Frank Aiken, addressing the crowd, 
said that during the past century many 
wreaths had heen placed on the gtave of 
Wolfe Tone, but none, he believed, that gave 
more satisfaction to the spirit of the wise and 
gallant soldier than those which“ he (Mr. 
Aiken) aid on behalf of the Fianna Fail 
Party a year ago and to-day. Time, he said, 
had proved that the flowers which they laid 
on the grave last year were no barren flowers, 
full of fair promise. but yielding no honey. 
To-day they had the honour to report that 
they who for years were bitterly divided in 
fratricidal strife had lived up to the logic of 


their action in placing a wreath upon the 


tomb of the apostle of unity and liberty. 

To-day they had the honour to report that 
abolishing, as Tone bade them, the memory 
of past dissensions, they stood shoulder to 
shoulder as the advance guard of the people 
in their struggle for political, economic and 
financial independence. ‘To-day they were 
able to report that the stronvest chain bind- 
ing them to England had heen broken by 
the .weople acting confidently in the sure 
kno giedge that they had, at the command 
of their representatives, a we!! disciplined and 
well trained Army. The spirit of helpfulness 
towards the people which pervaded all ranks 
had enhanced the prestige of the Army, Four 
Army athletic records had been broken, ‘And 
the Army Metro were victorious in their hurl- 
ing encounter with the Garda Siochana. 

To-day he had the honour to report that 
fine progress had been made in the training 
and equipment of the Army—progress that 
would have delighted the heart of him whom 
they honoured to-day. Every officer and 
soldier had a right to be proud of that report. 
He felt that they had earned the congratula-

HE fly season is once again here. Those 
who look on health as a valuable pos- 
session cannot afford to ignore this 

humble but most dangerous insect. It has 
been proved beyond dispute that many 
formidable diseases are spread directly by its 
agency. i : i 
It w not through its bite, but because of 
its habits and its anatomical formation, that 
it is so great a source of danger. Flies 
breed in gerbage and feed on garbage, but 
they do not confine their meals to the manure 
heap or the uncovered dustbin. Straight 
from the manure they will come through the 
open door or window, and explore the milk, 
cakes, jam, butter, or any other article of 
food that happens to be exposed on the table 
or in the shop. A fly s legs are covered with 
tiny hairs, and its feet have minute pads and 
hooks which enable it to crawl upside, down 
ón the ceiling, or to run over such smooth 
vertical services as window panes. On the 
hairs of its legs, and on its feet, germs 
may be carried from one Ei to 
another. Again, the fly has the disgusting 
habit of covering with its saliva anything 
which it contemplates eating. To us this is 
disgusting, but to the fly it is a necessity, 
because it cannot eat solid particles. It also 
deposits its excreta wherever it may happen 
to alight. In all these ways do flies contami- 
nate our foodstuffs, 

A careful housewife is horrified to find 
bugs or fleas in her house, but she may tole- 
rate with a good-humoured fatalism hordes of 
flies; yet the latter are the most dangerous. 
Rats do millions of pounds’ worth of damage 
to our food stores and our buildings, but they 
do not cause as much damage to human life 
as flies. 


INFANTS’ DEADLY ENEMIES, 


Especially to infant life are flies deadly 
enemies, and not a little of the fatal disease 
known as summer diarrhoea is caused through 
them. It is indisputable that flies are carriers 
of disease, and it is just as indisputable that 
they can be exterminated. How! 

1. Burn all your vegetable and anima! 
refuse, and if you cannot burn it all, then 
ut it in the dustbin and see that the dustbin 
as a properly fitting lid kept in place. 

2. Protect your food, ps eng A ge milk 
and sugar. This can easily be done by 
sms covers weighted at the corners with 
reads. 

3. House flies breed enormously. It has 
been computed that one fly can bring into 
the world a million other flies‘in one summer. 
If you see a house fly, kill it, that may mean 
a million fewer flies in three months’ time. 

4. Sticky fly papers hung up in various 
places in your rooms are useful, but they 
require renewing at frequent intervais, other- 
wise they get either so covered with flies’ 
bodies that they do not function, or the long 
exposure to the air destroys their stickiness. 
Fly swatters are effective, and may cause 
amusement and ensure healthy exercise at 
the same time as carrying out splendid public 
health work. 

5. Do not buy your food from shops where 
it is too much trouble for the shopkeeper to 
protect his goods from flies. A shop full of 
flies is best left alone. 

There is a national economy campaign in 
full swing at present. Help to economise in 
Gisease. It is much easier and cheaper to 
kill a fly than to cure a baby of summer 
diarrhoea. Apart from the economy view- 
point, remember the baby fighting for life 
may be your baby.

“ The use of ensigns armorial by, or to re- 
present, anyone other than the registered 
owner (or other than to represent such owner 
as a unit in a decorative scheme) is a statu- 
tory offence under the above Act, and under 
30 and 31 Vic., c.

“The flag charged with the tressured Lion 
rampant is registered amongst the Ensigns 
Armorial! of that description, and no Order in 
Council for modifying the existing iegistra- 
tration has been issued.

President von Hindenburg has still not decided whether to 
accept or reject Herr Hugenberg $ resignation from his Cabinet post 
as Minister for Economic Affairs and Agriculture, which was ten- 


dered to him on Saturday. 


The general opinion is that the President s hand will be forced 
by the Nazis, and that he will be obliged to accept the resignation. 
No definite decision is, however, expected for two or three days. 


In his letter to the President, Herr Hugenberg is understood to 
have expressed the view that the enabling Act passed by the 
Reichstag on March 23rd, which gives Hitler his dictatorial powers,

In Dresden 120 Socialists have been 
arrested, and numbers in Bremen, Essen, 
Dortmund, Goerlitz, and some cities in the 
Rhineland and Palatinate. 

Herr Paul Loebe, the Socialist pre- 
decessor of Captain Goering in the Presi- 
dency of the Reichstag, has been placed 
under arrest, no reason for this action 
being given. 

Other Socialist arrests are explained as 
being connected with the dissolution of 
the Socialist Party, and being intended 
to guarantee that all the funds and other 
preperty of the party shall be surrendered 
to the Government. 

The incorporation of the Steel 
Helmeters into the Nazi organisation 
appears to have encountered difficulties in 
the provinces of Pomerania. 

The Police President of Breslau, Herr 
Heines, is at present in Stettin for the 
purpose of reorganising the 
Pomeranian Steel Helmets.

_ Tt is to be set aside and administered 

by the Governor for the benefit of the 
natives, direct or indirect. It is not to be 
sold except after consultation with the 
native authorities. 

“ Rest assured that the land will not be 
sold, even with the consent of the native 
authorities, unless I decide that it is in 
your interest to sell it.” | ; 

As for the native Treasuries, they will 
draw their revenues from a fixed share of 
the Government hut tax proceeds. It will be 
paid to the chiefs and headmen, provided 
the tax is promptly collected in the pre- 
ceding year. These Treasuries will, in 
addition, receive fees collected by the 
native courts and fines imposed by these 
courts. 

At these courts the natives will dispense 
their own justice, with the advice and 
help of a judge of a High Court. 

Te reforms will come into operation 
under the supervision of the District Com. 
missioners ahd the supreme authority of 
the Governor.

other destructive non-indigenous animals ;

with.” 

The keeping of musk rats will be made 
subject to licence and restricted regula- 
tions, contravention of which will render 
the offender liable to a fine up to £20. 

It is provided that the Minister of 
Agriculture, im granting a licence, shall 
attach conditions prescribing the nature 
of the premises in which musk rats may 
be kept, the precautions to be taken to 
prevent their escape, and the returns to be 
made from time to time by the holder of 
the licence. The Minister will have 
power to revoke such licence in the event 
of failure. to comply with the conditions 
or if the licensee has been found guilty >! 
any offence under the Act. | | 

It is further provided that the Minister 
may at any time completely prohibit the

Except under licence musk rats may not 
be imported. If impomed the number 
must not exceed the number specified in 
the licence, and they must be imported 
through a specified port. 


PURCHASE OF PELTS. 


A licence will also be required by 4 
person who purchases the pelts of musk 
rats. Holders of such licences may be 
required to make reports to the 
Minister on such matters as are 
stipulated and to keep a record of all 
pelts purchased. Failure to comply with 
these requirements will constitute an 
offence punishable by a fine up to £5. 

The Minister may himself purchase 
pelts of musk rats found at large, and 
pay for them such sum as he may think 
rca, and may sell such pelts for the 
enefit of the Exchequer. Hé may take 
such steps as he thinks proper for the 
destruction of musk rats found at large. 
An authorised officer may enter land for 
the destruction of rhusk rats, and the 
occupier shall afford facilities for such 
purpose. The officer may enter and 
inspect lands other than those of a person 
holding a licence for the purpose of dis- 
covering whether musk rats exist there. 
Occupiers of land are required to give 
notice to the Minister if musk rats are to 
be found on such land. It will be an 
offence to turn loose musk rats or wilfully 
allow them to escape. 

Where the Minister is satisfied that 
musk rats which were kept in confinement 
on 2lst February, 1933, are, while kept in 
confinement, destroyed before the passing 
of this Act, in pursuance of a request of 
the Minister, he shall pay to the owner 
suth sum as he thinks fit. No action for 
damages shall Jie in respect of the killing 
of any musk rat found at large. 

The provisions of this Act may be ex- 
tended by order of the Minister to certain 
other destructive non-indigenous animals.

LIVELINESS AT WATERFORD 
MEETING.

Exciting scenes took 
on Saturday night. During Mrs. Redmond’s 
speech a number of youths attempted to in- 
terrupt. Their attitude was resented by 
Cumann na nGaedheal 
crowd,’ and blows were exchanged, but the 
disturbance was quickly suppressed by Civic 
Guards, of whom a large force was present, 
under Chief Superintendent Murphy and 
Superintendent Fahy.

That order was 
now reversed, and the ordinary people had 
to show what good government meant, what 
it required, and what was necessary for the 
people's welfare. 

He did not blame the Government for ask- 
ing them to tighten their belts now if it 
meant building up future prosperity, but he 
saw no prospects of that. After the Treaty 
was signed they were told that their Govern- 
ment was controlled from England; but he 
defied any member of the present Government 
to point out any occasion since when an out- 
side Government claimed any right to inter- 
fere in the affairs of this country. The 
Executive Council of the Free State had more 
power than any Government in Europe, and 
could to-morrow change the fundamentals of 
the Constitution by a mere legislative act. A 
bad or unscrupulous Government could do 
enormous harm by creating sitnations 1m 
which the ordinary man would find it impos- 
sible to live in peace. 


HUMBUG. 


It was humbug to tell the people that the

DEAN INGE TO RETIRE.

DECISION DUE TO 
ADVANCING YEARS. 


The Very Rev. W. R. Inge, who has 
been Dean of St. Paul’s since 1911, in- 
tends to resign in the summer of next 
year. _ 

The Dean, who is 73, told a reporter 
yesterday that his decision to resign was 
due to advancing years. Asked if he 
would give a farewell message he said: 
‘The time for that has not yet come. 
I shall be at St. Paul’s for at leaast 
another twelve months,”’ 

The Dean hopes to spend his retire- 
ment in the neighbourhood of Oxford, 
where, it is understood, he is negotiating 
for a house. | 

Dean Inge is a Yorkshireman, and one 
of the greatest scholars of his aenera- 
tion. A brilliant and vigorous contro- 
versialist, Dean Inge’s many addresses 
on modern problems have excited much 
criticism. 

The honour of K.C.V.0. was conferred 
upon him in 1930. 

He is stated to be a descendant of King 
Edward the Third in the twenty-first 
generation. His pedigree is. traced 
thréugh King Edward’s third son, the 
Duke of Clarence, whose granddaughter 
married Lord Percy, famous as Harry 
“ Hotspur.”’ 

Referring to the old doctrine that 
po vices are public benefits, Dean 
nge, preaching in London yesterday, 
said that nineteenth century business 
men defended this doctrine with the 
argument that the man who was amass- 
ing a fortune for himself was doing good 
for the country.
